alterable faith, they pledged their 
"lives, their fortunes and their 
sacrsd honor" to its upholding. 
To 


that end they wrote the vindication 
of their faith, with bayonet and 
steel, under the living flames of iin 
mortal battle, upon the-face of tbe 
continent. 
To that end they strug 


gled and suffered, and died—some- 
times in dungeons and sometimes on 
fields of battle, from the echoing, 
flashing fires of Lexington to the 
triumphant

of 


Yorktown. 
This was tho "spirit of 


Seventy-six," the inflexible deter- 
mination to come what would, of 
battle, of bloodshed, of rapine, to 
make this broad land the home of 
Liberty; that here free government, 
constitutional liberty, free men, free- 
dom of thought and speech, should 
be established, aud here they should 
remain forever. 


To this unfettering of the body 


and soul and mind of man, is dne 
the vigor of our progress. 


Early in the same century Francp 


had given proof, in the long oppres- 
sive reign of Louis XIV., a reign 
whose whole animus had been in 
tolerance and oppression. 
France 


had given proof, I say, that civiliza 
tion never progresses, but rather 
retrogrades, when frco thought is 
seized and fettered. 
So long as 


science ia looked upon as an enemy 
to _Church or State, so long as 
Galileo'or Capernicus are treated as 
malefactors, so long as a table of 
logarithms is considered as the 
cabalistic signs of the arch enemy, 
so long will tbe passing centuries 
note no changes in tho dial-plate of 
tho world's progress. 


It remained for America, tho young 


est of nations to lift from all within 
her borders, the cruel hand of op- 
pression. And as MinSrva, in full 
panoply, sprung from the bruin of 
Jove, so from this ground idea of 
Liberty sprung a nation, strong.wise 
and full-armed. 
But eternal vigi- 


lance is the price of our safety. It 
will not do to covet freedom for our- 
selves and consider slavery the pro- 
per condition for others. Itjwillnot 
do to forget that liberty to all the 
land and to tho inhabitants thereof, 
is the talisman of our strength. 
When we bo forget the "open sesame" 
that unlocks all national good as to 
cry cravenly for slavery, as to limit 
tho fugitive from 
bondage 
over 


places made sacred as the battlefields 
of the Revolution. When wo so far 
forget ourselves as to enact laws 
which the Chief Justice of the nation 
said, declared in effect that the black 
man had no rights which tho white 
man was bound to respect, that slav- 
ery and freedom should eo-exist on 
the same soil, then and not till then, 
tho pillars of our Republic trembled. 
And all through the clouds of a 
ili-cadfnl war, through loss of blood 
and treasure and countless noble and 
priceless lives, through the valor 
and courage of the heroes who fought 
the battles of Union and liberty, did 
we re-establish in strength the shak- 
en foundations of our nation. 


Aud even yet "Eternal vigilance is 


the price of our safety." 
Though 


the enemies of our Republic are no 
longer ''they of the household" still 
they are none the less present and 
insidious. 
We behold 
stealthily 


creeping tipon our fair Pacific coast 
tho advance swarm ol Asiatic serfs. 
With no love of liberty do they come, 
•with no desire to forward the pro- 
gress of this young land do they pre- 
sent themselves, or we could wel- 
come them. ' But to foster them like 
a vilo parasite upon our growth; to 
suck the rich juices of our prosper- 
ity; to fatten the emaciated wreck of 
national vice they represent; to open 
the veins of our commerce that its 
life biood may replenish the wasted 
arteries of their own nation; to fasten 
themselves—a leprous sore — upon 
the fair and unpolluted flesh of onr 
Republic, their presence is an assault 
upon onr civilization. 
Tho stealthy 


horde has crept, serpent-like, into 
every villrge and hamlet of this 
western coast. 
But not one .pure 


home is found amongst them, not 
one intelligent supporter of Amer- 
ican institutions, devoid of truth, 
virtue, honesty or honor, they are 
incapable of exercising the functions 
of free government, incapable of as- 
snmii g the gorgeous habiliments of 
art American citizen and oxightnotto. 
Long ages of thralldom jnd vice and 
cruelty have not only eliminated 
from them all that which we call the 
'•Spirit of Seventy-Six," but all those 
faculties whiuh make that feeling 
possible. 


Let us beat them back to the se- 


clnsioa they have so long coveted. 
We have only to look into their faces, 
we have only to mark the weakness 
of their muscles to perceive that the 
hand of national decay is upon them. 
Never from that country can come 
the brawny arms and robust minds 
that are needed to open to civiliza- 
tion the va&t lunds of our nation. 
Keep them ill that land from whence! 
they came, and, by the time this Re- 
bublii; celebrates another Centennial 
China will be so sick and weak from 
her own vices that no nation will be 
craven enough to fear her power to 
bow or do her homrge. We need do 
no deeds of violence to consummate 
this, with the people, the reposito- 
ries of onr liberties will the e\il bo 
cured. In our hand we hold a frced- 
man's weapon—the ballot—"which 
executes the free man's will as light 


ning does the •will of God." 


With every added liberty comes 


also an added responsibility. It is 
onr duty to bequeath to those coming 
after us, in full measure, the liberties 
•we inherited. It is our duty to guard 
from destruction every institution of 
onr fathers that tends to elevate the 
race; they are ours to enjoy, ours to 
preserve and ours to transmit to 
prosterity. 


Above all, guard well our common 


schools. 
In education is the real 


Palladium of- Freedom. Tho truths 
of science should bo as free to rill as 
tho air they breathe. Under no pre- 
text whatever should America allow 
her school system to be tampered 
with or impaired. See to what bights 
of inventive skill we have attained iu 
our century. We have no time to 
enumerate the many grand achieve- 
ments in science and art. Look, in- 
deed, at the locomotive with luriga of 
steel and breath of fire, speeding in 
tireless strength from ocean to ocean; 
at tho steam engine that makes the 
ship no longer a creature at the 
mercy of the winds of heaven, but a 
thing of life moving at nor. own vo- 
lition. Look, indeed, nt the telegraph 
that flashes tho thoughts of man 
from Continent to Continent under 
the billowy seas of the earth with the 
speed of lightning. What vast strides 
have been made in every department 
of mechanics, in astronomy, in geol- 
ogy, in medicinal love, in every de- 
partment of science and art. 


Not far in the past the phenomena 


of tho heavens—flaming orbs in their 
circling pathway—were gazed upon 
with superstitions, terror and dis- 
may, as carrying with them the 
wrathful elements of disorder and 
wreck of worlds; but now mankind 
greet thum as winged messengers in 
the realms of science and hail them 
as the sure harbinger of peace and 
order in the universe of God. In 
the earth's solid rocks man follows 
the footprints of creative power and 
connects his powers, progress, possi- 
bilities with Deity. 


Bnt let us not think that wo have 


exhausted discovery. 
Lot us not 


dream that the air, the water and the 
earth we tread hove no more mighty 
secrets to reveal to the earnest ques- 
tioner. 


Because wo have drawn electricity 


from its lair and made it our servant; 
because we have harneseed the steam 
and taught it to do our bidding, let 
us never imagine that we have dis- 
covered all the secret forces of nature. 
Because we have opened the bosom 
of the earth and read in the success- 
ive strata the story of her history 
through the long age* past, let us 
not think that wo have deciphered 
the only hyeroglyphics in which she
